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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


EXPORT SALES 


U.S. EXPORT SALES of Wheat, Grain Sorghum, Rice and Cotton Exceed 
Last Season. The following table compares accumulated exports and outstanding 
sales for similar periods in the 1985/86 and the 1986/87 marketing years as 
reported under FAS's Export Sales Reporting Program. Data for 1985/86 are as 
of March 6, 1986, while data for 1986/87 are as of March 5, 1987. Accumulated 
exports are commodities which have been sold and exported. Outstanding sales 
are commodities which have been sold but not yet exported. 


The 1985/86 data for corn and grains sorghum have been adjusted to 
include shipments reported during the month of September, so a meaningful 
comparison can be made. Data are measured in thousand units (metric 
tons/bales).

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DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 

SOVIET Livestock Sector Showed Mixed Results for January. January 
livestock results on state and collective farms in the USSR showed mixed 
results according to Soviet data. This contrasts sharply with recent years 
when January results have been markedly ahead of year-earlier levels. Total 
meat production (on a live-weight basis) was up only 1 percent. January beef 
production was up 4 percent; pork and poultry production were down slightly 
while production of sheep and goat meat was down more than 10 percent. 
January milk output was up 6 percent, with all the increase attributed to 
higher production per cow; this may be a result of good forage supplies. Egg 
production was essentially unchanged from a year ago, however, output per hen 
was down 5 percent.

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With the exception of cows, livestock held on state and collective 
farms as of February 1 were higher than February 1986. Total cattle were 
reported at 95.6 million, up 1.1 million head. Cow numbers at 28.9 million 
head were down 0.2 million. Hog numbers at 60.7 were 1.8 million head above 


February 1986, while poultry numbers were reported to have increased about 1 
percent. 


REKKK 


BRAZILIAN Red Meat Production Reported. The U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Brasilia reports revised estimates for 1986 Brazilian red meat 
production. Beef output fell over 20 percent to 1.9 million tons due to 
drought which reduced slaughter weights and to herd rebuilding which started 
because of high cattle prices. For 1987, beef production is expected to reach 
2.3 million tons. Pork production in 1986 rose 83 percent to 1.1 million tons 
due to the sharp rise in beef prices. Pork production in 1987 is expected to 
remain at 1.1 million tons. 


REKKK 


TUNISIAN Meat Output Increases. Tunisian meat output increased by 4 
percent in 1986 despite severe drought conditions in most of the country, 
according to the U.S. trade officer in Tunis. Sheep grazing areas were most 
seriously affected by the drought. Additional imports of concentrate feeds 
were made to prevent large slaughterings which would have reduced herds. Beef 
production at 34,000 tons was up 8 percent, while cattle numbers declined 
about 3 percent. Sheep numbers declined about 4 percent, with all the decline 
in the number of ewes held. With production of 32,000 tons, sheep meat 
production was down 4 percent from 1985. Output of poultry meat at 44,000 
tons was up 7 percent. More compound poultry feed was available and a surplus 
of eggs allowed some resources to be shifted. 


COTTON AND FIBERS 


U.S. Cotton Exports Remain Strong in January. U.S. cotton exports 
during January totaled 612,543 bales or 3.3 times last January's level of 
187,182 bales. With January's shipments, total exports for the first half of 
the 1986/87 marketing year were 2.73 million bales compared to 1.24 million 
bales last season. Leading destinations for the August-January period were 
Japan, South Korea, the European Community, Taiwan, Indonesia, Thailand, Iraq 
and the Philippines. Total 1986/87 exports are forecast at 6.8 million bales, 
3.5 times total shipments during the 1985/86 marketing year. 
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CREDIT NOTES 


USDA Amends Commodity Credit Corporation Credit Guarantees for EL 
SALVADOR and YEMEN. For El Salvador, USDA reallocated $2.0 million from U.S. 
protein meals and created new credit lines of $1.0 million for tallow and/or 
greases and $1.0 million for vegetable oils. USDA reallocated $25.0 million 
from GSM-102 to GSM-103 for wheat for the Yemen Arab Republic. 


RKKKK 


Public Law 480 Agreement Signed with HONDURAS. A P.L. 480 agreement 
was signed between the United States and Honduras providing for $8.5 million 
of wheat/wheat flour (about 75,000 tons); $1.5 million of corn/sorghum (about 
15,000 tons); and $2.0 million of tallow (about 6,000 tons).
